when it tomes to murderers of wealth and 
influence.

where 
maudlin 
sympathies 
can 
be 


aroused. It remains in force against only 
the poor and inconspicuous. 


Capital punishment has riot, been ever- 


thrown in Illinois by the sober. Christian 
judgment of the people. 
Yet that would 


be the only defendable reason for its abol- 
ishment. 
Jf it were on this ground, we 


should have a legislative enactment for- 
bidding capital punishment. 
But the law 


still stands. 
It has been repealed by the 


sann or humane conclusions of the people. 
Crime, entrenched in the processes of jus- 
tice and the machinery of the law. has sus-

Where crime has not 


corrupted or intimidated justice through 
politics or direct application, wealth and 
position have intervened.
